with the Oregonians. 


He said the Dem ocratic Par­ 
ty is being taken over by “ the 
most dangerous of all extrem ists 
— by the Socialists who want to 
change our way of business and 


by centralized government.” 


Scranton continued to 
press 
for platform changes despite the 
fact that the program as draft­ 
ed won the general endorsement 
of former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower.

Late Monday night Scranton 
sought to repair some of the

the convention. 
The governor said the letter, 
which angered Coldwater men 
with its charges that the sena­ 


tor regarded the delegates as 
pawns, 
was 
prepared 
by his 
staff and dispatched before he 
saw it. 


Goldwater’s edge in the sta­ 
tistics column was even more 
impressive than his victories ir. 
the convention skirmishing. 


The 
latest 
UPI 
tabulation 
gave him 773 of the 1,038 dele­ 
gates on the first ballot with 
655

nomination. 
Scranton’s total was 213. The 
others were pledged to other 
delegates or still uncommitted.

congestion 
with construction of a proposed 
new bridge.” 


$75,008 In Contracts 


Johnson said the commission 
has signed contracts for studies 
on 
the 
feasibility 
of 
a 
new 
bridge. 
The 
contracts 
total 
about $75,000. he said. 


The contracts are for studies 
by Michael Baker Jr ., consult 
ing engineers, for the civil en 
gineering phase of a new bridge 
and with DeLeuw, Gather & Co. 
for traffic and revenue studies. 


“ The contracts were made to 
get the answers on the need 
for a new bridge,” Johnson said. 


The toll bridge commission, 
headquartered 
in 
Morrisville, 
operates 13 free and five toll 
bridges along the Delaware R iv­ 
er from Milford. Pa. to M orris­ 
ville.

A Ku Klux Klan lead­ 
er had warned the integrated 
group against undertaking the 
job. 


Ronnie W. Howell and Ken­ 
neth W. Owens, both of Rocky 
Mount, were jailed after admit­ 
ting they had thrown a gallon 
can of gasoline on the steps of 
the church. 
Two highway pa­ 
trolmen stationed at the church 
watched them dash the gaso-l 
line on the steps, then strike ai 
match. One of 
the 
patrolmen; 
fired a pistol shot and the two^ 
fled before 
the 
gasoline 
was! 
ignited.

Williams also said that Sen.
